delivery service, to be placed 
in effect as soon as all prelim- 
inary arrangements can be set 
up. 

The communication stated 
that the Department was send- 
ing the following equipment for 
the service: two carrier cases 
and stools, two bicycles, four 
small mail collection boxes, and 
one large collection box, Orders 
have been placed with the 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General, or the Vehicle depart- 
ment, for one transport vehicle, 
for use in special delivery and 
parcel post package delivery 
work, the latter limited to four 
hours a day at the start of the 
service, 

Considerable -work will need 

be done locally to get the, mail 
delivery set-up in working or- 
der, and until this is completed, 
the Department will withhold 
the final authority for the serv- 
ice. 
Places at which delivery will 
be made must be properly num- 
bered, and stress is made on 
proper street and numbering on 
all incoming mail, which -can 
be established by using such in- 
formation on all outgoing mail 
and parcels. 

The tenative mail delivery 
territory as at present consid- 
ered, as a result of Inspector 
review and reccomended by 
such officials, will include the 
following city area: starting on 
the south side of the city at 
Avenue E, thence west to Sixth 
street; east to Fifth street, north

Despite almost annual flood- 
ing that has damaged homes, 
businesses, and public works to 
the tune of millions of dollars 
during the past 25 years, the 
cities of Florida’s lower east 
coast have developed ‘at such a 
fabulous. rate that they have 
become one of the state's prin-| 
cipal economic assets. + 

The plan of the Corps of En-| 
gineers for the control of flood 
and. drought » in-.Central- and 
South Florida is designed to 
stop those losses in Palm Beach, 
Broward, and Dade counties, | 
Col. A. G. Matthews, chief en-| 
gineer of the State Division of 
Water Survey and Research, ex- 
plained here this week. 

‘The works proposed for the 
coastal section, he said, will not 
only protect the wealthy tour- 
ist areas from the threat of a 
Jshortened water supply and} 
flood damage, but they will also 
protect a flourishing agricul- 
ture along the coast and farther 
inland. 

‘The plan now, Matthews em- 
phasized, is a considerable de-| 
parture from plans in the past| 
in that it stresses controls to 
hold the ground water at a sat-| 
isfactory level, as well as rapid | 
removal of flood waters.

Bill Warthen Dies 
In Vets Hospital 
Saturday Nov. 5 


William Ruff Warthen, af- 
fectionately known as “Uncle 
Bill” passed away Saturday aft- 
ernoon at the Veterans Hospit- 
al at Coral Gables after a full 
and eventful life. 

Born in Talbotton, Ga., on 
Oct. 4th, 1871, the son of W. R. 
Warthen, Talbot County's first 
School Superintendent and oc- 
cupant of that office for twenty 
years, Uncle Bill was engaged 
in farming and in the construc- 
tion business. At the age of 45 
he finally convinced the mili- 
tary in the First World War 
that he was “sound as a dollar” 
and served as Color Sergeant 
of the famous 42nd Division, 
which holds an eviable record on 
the fighting front. 

In °26 Uncle Bill came to the 
Glades with “Mr. Cliff” his 
brother, H. C. and together they 
farmed `on Torrey Island, later 
expanding into one of the large 
operations in the community. 

Several years ago Uncle Bill 
withdrew from the, Warthen 
Brothers operation and except 
for a brief stay in Northwest 
Florida, spent his time in Belle 
Glade until a short while ago

5. In what departments should 
goods be grouped to serve the 
consumer most efficiently? 

These are but few of the 
questions asked by store own- 
ers and managers to be answer- 
ed after very close managing. 
The bigger re otks 
This shows that the consumer 
is not left out of the deal. The 
bigger the department store the 
more services it offers, and it 
is you who pay directly 

Many consumers are asking, 
“Are all of these services neces- 
sary? Could not some be elim- 
inated and prices lowered?” 
That is yet to be worked out. 

Which of these could you, as 
a consumer, do without? De- 
livery service, parking lot or 
garage, privileges of returning 
goods, check room, elevators, 
escalators, gift wrapping, free 
sewing or cooking lessons, Post 
Office, rest rooms, waiting 
lounges, tea room, nursery, so- 
out of town, charge account, 
travel service, fashion shows, 
public telephones, beauty par- 
lors, first-aid rooms with nurs 
personal shoppitiz service? 

The department store is a 
satisfactory place in which to 
shop for several reasons. 1. A 
variety of goods under one roof; 
2. Trained buyers purchase 
choice commodities; 3. Prices 
are reasonable because goods 
are bought in quantities; 4. 
Charge accounts and seryices 
make shopping a pleasure. 

‘There are some advantages of 
shopping in the super markets. 
(Usually members of a chain 
as A&P, Safeway, Giant, Kro- 
ger, etc.) They offer the follow- 
ing advantages: 

1. Prices are low because the 
store buys in large quantities. 

2. Fresh goods because of 
quick turnover. 

3. Parking facilities. 

4. Baskets and carts make 
shopping less tiring. 

Independent stores have re- 

cently adopted the policy of 
group buying in order to meet 
chain store prices. The owner, 
usually a member of ‘the com- 
munity, knows what his cus- 
tomers want and tries to please 
them. 
+ Many consumers, especially 
rural people, use the mail-order 
house conveniently. The com- 
modities carry off-brand names 
and sell for less. 

Now the Consumers’ Coop- 
eratives have come to many 
communities and they operate 
on a non-profit basis. At pre- 
sent, farm cooperatives, gro- 
cery stores, gasoline stations are 
the most frequent types. The 
profits are divided among the 
stockholders. Each member buys 
in the store, 

Another problem arises out 
of the question, “How do you 
land your family pay for your 
| purchases?” 

Reid, in chapters XVIII and 
XIX in her book “Consumers 
jand the Market,” describes two 
general types of credit; cash and 
merchandise. Cash credit pro- 
vides funds that may be put to 
any use. Merchandise credit is 
the postponement of credit for 
| specific goods. The merchandise 
credit. is of two types; open 
book, credit given by retaile: 
charge accounts and installment 
credit provided by either re- 
tailers or finance companies for 
the purchase of some specific 
| commodities.
